OTTAWA, Aug. 26.—Canada is 
dealing with the drought prob- 
lem in the prairie along a two- 
fold plan. On the one hand the 
Dominion government will join 
the provinces in providing emer- 
gency relief to those in need in 
the burnt-out districts. The re- 
lief will affect upwards of 200,000 
persons it is estimated. 

Along other lines it is seeking, 
also with the co-operation of the 
provinces affected, to permanently 
rehabilitate the districts which 
periodically suffer from the lack of 
rain causing ruined crops and dan- 
gerous soil drifting. The permanent | 
works now are being rushed to help 
the emergency by giving employ- 
ment, 

GIVE FURNITURE 

The Red Cross will be asked to 
assist in providing household fur- 
niture where it has been depleted 
by a succession of dry years. Direct 
relief and employment will also be 
| provided to those in need. 


To permanently deal with the 
| drought-stricken areas, a commis- 
}sion was appointed in 1935 under 
| the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act 
to ameliorate droughts in 
ture. This year it has a grant from 
| the federal treasury of $562,889, 1+

ing works:

A NATIONAL RESPONSIBILITY 

The situation created by another crop failure 
in the large section of the west that used to be 
known as the “semi-arid belt” is to be dealt 
with as a national problem not as a local 
disaster to be met first by the municipalities and 
provincial Governments, with the federal 
authority only coming on the scene to back up 
their efforts. The announcement, made by Hon. 
C. A. Dunning, is of course in line with western 
opinion, but should also be accepted with ap- 
proval throughout Canada. 

This great territory has in past years con- 
tributed to the wealth of Canada in the amount 
of hundreds of millions of dollars per year. Now 
that calamity has befallen there, it is fair that 
the Dominion should shoulder the burden of 


temporary relief, and also the cost of reclam- 


ation measures calculated to restore the area 
to a self-supporting and wealth-creating terri- 


tory. 


That is not only fair, but necessary. Suc- 
cessive crops failures, extending in parts over 


eight years, have left the local municipalities 


powerless, while the provincial treasuries are 


empty. If relief—and reclamation—are to come, 


the expense must come from the Dominion 


There is no other available source. 


Mr. Dunning’s statement is a straightforward 


acceptance of this respensibility on the part of 


the Dominion Government. Grain crops having 


been ruined, temporary measures are to be 
taken, in co-operation with the provincial Gov- 
ernments, to salvage the stock, to move farmers 
to other locations where necessary, to extend 
relief on a normal scale to those who are with-

shment of 


the country on a productive basis 


This is a national duty. But it is also a 


national’ opportunity. The “dry” belt is im- 
mensely fertile. Farming methods may have 
to be changed there wholesale. Measures will 
have to be taken to prevent drought. But the 
country is worth the expense. It will make a 
return for all the money spent in temporary 
relief to its afflicted people, and for all that 
may have to be spent to correct the mistakes 
of the past which have left it non-productive 
except in seasons of ample rainfall

Five Meals A Day 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many of you will have read recent news dis- 
patches commenting on the report that workers 
seem to be more efficient when taking as many 
as five meals a day. This report was made by 
Doctors Haggard and Greenberg of The Depart- 
ment of Applied Physivlogy of Yale 

The workers tested were 
engaged in the sewing of the 
canvas tops of tennis shoes 
and the test, which lasted for 
ten weeks, appeared to show 
that those who eat oftener 
get less tired than those tak- 
ing the customary three meals 
a day. Therefore, the latest 
advice being given is to in- 
crease the number of times 
that you eat daily. 

It is pointed out that the 
three meal a day plan is largely restricted to 
America and that in many countries such as 
Germany, France and England, the average 
number of daily meals is five or more. 

In studying the advisability of changing 
our eating schedule to add the extra meals, 
there are many factors to consider. Undoubted- 
ly, primitive man ate when he felt like it or 
when he could get food. As modern business de- 
veloped, it gradually became the custom to fit 
the meals to the business schedule and the three 
meal a day schedule was the one found most 
convenient for most workers

One of the first modifications of this plan 
was brought out by Dr. Dewey who advocated 
the “No Breakfast Plan.” He had many dis- 
ciples and pointed out that many people benefit 
in health by omitting the morning meal, thus 
arbitrarily arranging a two meal a day sched- 
ule, Probably it is a good idea for many people 
who are not hungry in the morning to omit 
breakfast, however, such lack of hunger is not 
normal and undoubtedly results from an unwise 
selection of foods for the dinner meal of the 
evening before. If there is any time of the day 
when we should be naturally hungry it is after 
the fast from the night meal to breakfast time 

There have been enthusiasts who have 
claimed that they felt best of all while taking 
only one meal a day. Incidentally, many own- 
ers of dogs follow this schedule in feeding their 
animals, which receive cnly one large meal per 
day 

Those with stomach ulcers or with marked 
stomach irritation, often find it a decided ad- 
vantage to go on a milk diet for a time, where 
one feeding is taken every hour. In taking 3 
quarts of milk per day, this means 12 milk 
meals. Sometimes the milk is given every half 
hour when it is desired to consume more than 
the 3 quarts. This probably represents the most 
frequent feeding schedule possible to devise. 

Doctors handling nervous patients with poor 
digestions have found that such patients often 
thrive when taking several small meals a day 
and such patients are advised to take five or six 
meals a day, using small meals. The nervous 
patient who burns up energy rapidly will often 
seem to feel much better while following this 
plan. I believe that the workers most likely to 
benefit from the five meal a day schedule ad- 

ed by the doctors of Yale, would be of the 
nervous type. Providing the added meals were 


wisely selected, they could expect to get consid- 


e od from them, 
ver, you will notice that the experi-

to the fimal results gained when this 
fiv la day plan was continued over a per- 
iod of years. Those workers having unusually 


good digestions probably do not need the extra 


meals and would gain in weight while taking

vegetable soup, fruit or some similar food. In 
is often desirable to supplement the or- 
i meals by eating fruit just before retir- 
ing as suggested in my article called FRUIT BE- 
FORE BEDTIME.
